Dear Dr. Brothers: I'm in my 


early thirties, and just can not 
believe that I'm old enough to 
be as wrinkled as I am. In the 
past half a year my eyes, fore- 
head and mouth have gotten 
lines. I had a marriage problem 
that began about three years 
ago. I wonder if tension might 
have something to do with pre- 
mature wrinkles? If so, what 
can I do to stop their progress?

Dear B. M. C. :0ur skin is 


affected by tensions, just as ev- 
ery other part of the body may 
be. It is particularly suscepti- 
ble, because it is actually the 
largest organ of the human 
body. What's more, it's com- 
pletely exposed, so that any 
change from a physical or men- 
tal source literally pops out at 
us. 


It's logical to assume that 


your emotional strain accounts 
for some of your wrinkles. It 
may also explain what seems 
to be an extraordinary concern 
about them. 


Let's eliminate some of the 


other causes of wrinkles. Early 
thirities does seem early for 
age to deepen lines around the 
face. However, some people in- 
herit a skin that loses its full- 
ness early. You would have to 
look back at previous genera- 
tions to know whether this is 
true in your case. 


If age is the cause, there's no 


cure, but the process can be 
slowed. A dermatologist might 
feel that you're abusing your 
skin with too much care, and 
loo much camouflage. Over- 
treatment and overpamting can 
be very troublesome to sensi- 
tive skin. 


Another physical possibility is 


eye-strain. People wo have trou- 
ble seeing, squint and draw up 
their faces in unnatural lines. 
The longer the eyes go unat- 
tended, the more 
permanent, 


deeper this Compensation for 
bad eyesight becomes.

A rebel broadcast from Minas

cast a proclamation by Gen. 
Olimpio Mourao from the "revo- 
lutionary capital" at Juiz de 
Fora, 80 miles north of Rio, 
that he and 30,000 troops were 
marching against Goulart. 


Gov. 
Adhemar de Barros of 


Sao Paulo, longtime foe of Goul- 
art, broadcast claims that six 
states had joined in the revolt 
and were dispatching troops to 
Rio.

darker colors for the low notes," 
Roston said. "It's the first time 
this has ever been tried on a 
Scoreboard." 


Roston's firm designed the ex- 


ploding Scoreboard for the Chi- 
cago White Sox. He said this 
one will be much larger, but it 
will not explode.

On March 20, Kuharich swapped 
pass-receiver Tommy McDonald 
to Dallas for two young linemen 
and a place kicker. 


The only reason Kuharich of- 


fered for the 
Jurgensen deal 


was that he had obtained youth 
m the 24-year-old Snead. 


Jurgensen, a seven-year NFL 


veteran with one of the finest 
passing arms in pro football, is 
29. 


The Carr - Crabb swap also 


gave the 
Eagles an age ad- 


vantage. Carr is 31, Crabb 24. 


Kuharich said the deal was 


"best in regard to our plans for 
the next four years or more 
I know that Snead's record over 
the three years is impressive 
enough to indicate a very bright 
future for him." 


On the other hand, Wash- 


ington Coach Rill McPeak said 
he swapped youth for experi- 
ence. 


"Winning in 1964" said Mc- 


Peak, "is imperative. Jurgen- 
sen, at this stage of his career, 
is more advanced than Snead, 
and I think, with the right sup- 
porting cast, he can take you all 
the way." 


McPeak 
said 
he had not 


changed his prediction of future 
greatness for Snead, the Red- 
skins' No. 1 draft choice in 1960. 


Snead has been Washington's 


No. 1 quarterback since coming 
into the league from Wake For- 
est College in 1961. In three sea- 
sons the 6-foot-4, 215 - pounder 
has completed 581 passes for 
8,306 yards and 46 touchdowns. 


Jurgensen, fourth draft choice 


of the Eagles in 1957. tossed 32 
touchdown passes in 1962 when 
the Eagles finished second in 
the East, but the one-time Duke 
great has been beset by injur- 
ies ever since. Last year he 
missed half the season because 
of arm trouble.

Youth a Bet 
to Shatter 
World Record

BARTLESVILLE, Okla. (AP) 


—Seventeen-year-old Roy Saari 
blossomed today as America's 
top Olympic prospect—and a 
good bet to shatter some world 
records. 


That prophetic paragraph was 


written two years ago. But, ex- 
cept 
for Saari's age-he's 19 


now-it's still correct. 


Saari is perhaps the outstand- 


ing individual performer in the 
Men's National AAU Swimming 
and Diving Championships be- 
ginning here Thursday. 


For the past two years he has 


won three events in the AAU 
indoor. Last week he was the 
only triple winner at the Nation- 
al 
Collegiate 
Championships. 


Now he'll be trying for a third 
straight AAU triple. 


Saari, who first burst into 


Olympic prominence at the AAU 
indoor here two years ago, holds 
the world's record in the 1,500- 
meter freestyle. He has set 
American records in freestyle 
events from 200 yards to 1,650 
yards and also has set American 
marks in the 200 and 400-yard 
individual medleys. 


Saari, son of an El Segundo 


Calif., swimming coach and a 
sophomore at the University of 
Southern California, will be aft- 
er his first victory in this meet 
Thursday. He's entered in both 
the 400-yard individual medley 
and 1,650-yar'd freestyle, both of 
which he won in record time last 
year, but is expected to choose 
only the longer race. 


He won the 1,650 easily at the 


collegiate meet in 16:49 min- 
utes, which bettered his listed 
American record. He might be 
more closely pressed here, be- 
cause his main 
long-distance 


rival, Don Schollander of Santa 
Clara, Calif., is a high school 
boy. 


Saari also is in the 500-yard 


freestyle and is entered in both 
the 200-yard individual medley 
and freestyle, but probably will 
compete in the medley, which 
he won in a record 1:56.7 at the 
NCAA. 


The top six Americans in each 


event here qualify for the Olym- 
pic trials in New York in Au- 
gust.

Big Discovery 
in Space Is 
Announced 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Two astronomers 
sqy they've 


discovered an incredibly pow- 
erful source of light and radio 
waves in space. It's an object 
moving so fast and at such a 
great distance that current con- 
cepts of the universe's size and 
age have been upset. 


Dr. Maarten Schmidt of the 


Mount Wilson and Palomar ob- 
servatories said the object, be- 
lieved to be an exploding gal- 
axy or cluster of galaxies, 
is 


the most distant yet seen by 
man. 


"We have had to throw our 


yardsticks out the window," he 
said. 


Dr. Schmidt discovered the 


new object with the aid of radio , 
astronomer 
Thomas A. Mat- 


thews. They said it is moving 
faster than anything ever ob- 
served in the heavens — ap- 
proximately half the speed of 
light. 


Until announcement of 
the 


new 
discovery, 
astronomers 


measured the speed and dis- 
tance of objects by a technique 
called the "red 
shift." 
They 


said that the faster an object 
goes, the more its light shifts 
into the red part of the spec- 
trum. 


All distant objects, they said, 


appear to be going away from 
our part of the universe. They 
all seem to go faster — and get 
redder — the farther they re- 
cede. 


Astronomers, using this meth- 


od to measure speed and dis 
tance. figured the percentage 
of shift across the spectrum — 
toward red — equalled the per- 
centage of the speed of light at 
which the object was traveling. 


Thus, if the shift toward red 


was 1-lOth of the way, they fig- 
ured the object was going about 


be a forward—instead of a back- 
ward—look. 


It took a team of 40 to put to- 


gether the series, including re- 
searchers. Secondari wrote the 
scripts and also served as nar- 
rator.

It is 
unlikely, however, that the Red 
Chinese would favor a Moscow- 
sponsored convention. 
' That, Khrushchev is running 
put of patience is indicated in 
an attack on him published by 
Red Flag, Peking's theoretical 
journal. The attack is signed by 
pro-Chinese V. G. Wilcox, sec- 
retary-general of the New Zea- 
land party. He accused the Rus- 
sians of threatening to expel 
parties disagreeing with Khru- 
shchev's cautious, long - term 
strategy for the world revolu- 
tion. 


Wilcox says Mikhail A. Sus- 


lov, Soviet party theoretician, 
voiced the threat during a Mos- 
cow meeting with a New Zea- 
land delegation. 


When their talks ended, Sus- 


lov said, according to Wilcox: 
"You are wrong. We had hoped 
you 
might change. If you 


change, you will remain within 
the ranks of the fraternal world 
parties of Marxism - Leninism. 
But if you do not change, then, 
of course, you will be outside 
the excluded."

AFRICA 


The Chinese are engaged in a 


campaign apparently aimed at 
freezing Soviet influence out of 
the revolutionary movement in 
Africa, similar to a parallel ef- 
fort to impress upon Asia that 
the Soviet Union is not an Asian 
nation. The Chinese aim in 
Africa is to provoke immediate 
attacks on all aspects of West- 
ern influence and to produce 
constant revolutionary ferment. 


LATIN AMERICA 


The Cuban party, which Com- 


munists consider the vanguard 
of the revolution in Latin Amer- 
ica, is split on the question of 
revolutionary policy, but Cuba 
relies heavily on Soviet aid.
